Our 2.0 hour sunrise cruise is perfect for 


watching the morning activity of the 
local birdlife. Being our coolest months 


of the year, the water temperature early 
in the morning is warmer than the air 
temperature so most of the crocodiles 
prefer to be in the water and not out on 
the bank. This cruise is therefore not the 
best choice for people wanting to see 
lots of crocodiles, but a fantastic cruise 
for people who wish to see lots of our 
spectacular birds and a beautiful sunrise 
over the wetlands. 


1.5 Hour Morning Cruise 
Adult $70 / Child $45 / Family $210 


Departs Daily ( Ist April -24th October) 
Our 1.5 hour morning cruise allows you 
the opportunity to view plenty of wildlife, 
while cruising past sections of beautiful 
flowering pink lotus and water lily lined 
banks as we explore these picturesque 
wetlands. 

Our guides local knowledge of the region 
provides you with the chance to view 
large salt water crocodiles and a good 
variety of spectacular birdlife in their 
natural wetland habitat. Enjoy great

Late afternoon is generally the best 
time of day to see animals and our 

2 hour sunset cruise allows you to 
view the wildlife during a very active 
period. Birds are trying to catch their 
final meals before flying to roost for 
the evening and crocodiles are on the 
move ready for a night of hunting 

Add to this å spectacular sunset 

over the floodplains and it's easy to 
understand why this is one of our most 
popular cruises. If you enjoy having a 
quiet beer, wine or soft drink at sunset, 
please feel free to bring a few drinks 
along in a small cooler bag. 


If driving after dark concerns you, 

we operate a return transfer service 

to the cruise (bookings essential) 

from Corroboree Park Tavern and 
Campground Adult $10 / Child $5. 
From here there are also several other 
accommodation venues within only 
15 minutes drive, offering a variety of 
good quality accommodation options.

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HOW TO GET TO THE CRUISE 
( SELF DRIVERS ) 


Break up your journey to Kakadu by enjoying a spectacular wildlife cruise along 

the way. Our cruise is located 105km from Darwin and is the closest wetland cruise 
available to visitors. Day tours are available from Darwin or you can drive yourself to 
the cruise. Please allow approximately 90 minutes driving time from Darwin to 
Corroboree Billabong. The cruise access road adjoins the Arnhem highway 1km East 
of the Corroboree Park Tavern and the last 2km of the road is unsealed (though fairly 
well maintained). If you do not wish to drive on an unsealed road, a shuttle service is 
available from Corroboree Park Tavern & Campground on the Arnhem Highway 
(21km from the cruise - see map above ). 

This shuttle service departs 30 minutes before the listed cruise times and 

costs $10 Adult / $5 Child return. Bookings are essential (limited seats)
